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Navy Is Stirred by 
Admiral’s Charges 


TOT since the heyday of the Sims’ epi- 
sodes, has the Navy been stirred 
by a literary effusion of a Navy officer 
has by an article in the current 
issue of the Saturday Evening Post by 
Rear Admiral T. P. Magruder, VU. S. N. 
Under the title “The Navy and Econ- 
omy,” the admiral-author gives a scath- 
ing arraignment of overorganization, 
extravagance and red tape that he 
charges now exists. 

Characterized in official circles as “ill- 
advised, inaccurate and misleading,” the 
article is the subject of widespread com- 
ment and much criticism in the Depart- 
ment and there are well-authenticated 
reports that disciplinary action or other 
official cognizance is under consideration, 

Some Criticism Warranted. 

Admittedly much of the criticism in- 
dulged in is warranted, particularly with 
reference to the maintenance of Navy 
Yards and other shore stations that could 
well be dispensed with in the interests 
of economy and efficiency. It is pointed 
out, however, that the blame for this con- 
dition does not rest with the Navy but 
with Congress and the serious attempt 
made two years ago to meet the cut in 
estimates made by the budget by a de- 
partmental proposal to close down a num+ 
ber of Navy Yard: is cited as illustrate 
ing this. 

Serious charges are made directly and 
indirectly. Overorganization, failure te 
complete demobilization after the war, 
continuance of uneconomical wartime 
methods, maintenance of superfiuous 
shore establishments and keeping ships 
in commission that would be valueless 
in wartime are cited as responsible for 
the increasing overhead. 


Points Out Increase. 

Pointing out that the annual cost of 
the Navy has quadrupled since 1908 
from eighty-two to three hundred mil- 
lion dollars and that th: number of of- 
ficers has grown in the .an+ ratic from 
3,916 tc over 8,000, while the enlisted 
strength has little more than doubled, 
the admiral draws som, “interesting de- 
ductions” and declares himself convinced 
that the Navy is not as strong as it 
should be in view of the “liberal ap- 
propriations made by Congress.” 

Paying his respects te the obsolete (by 
indirection) organization of the naval 
forces which he charges should have 
been modified after the Washington 
Treaty and the stoppage of the build- 
ing program, the author charges that 
four admirals, three vice admirals and 
55 rear admirals make up what he 
infers is a “top-heavy” organization. 
Maintenance of a large organization in 
order that at least a third of these 
senior officers may be at sea, he asserts, 
results in some having commands not 
commensurate with their rank, citing 
as one of his illustrations the command 
of the naval forces in European waters. 
There is a departmental! rumor that this 
was one of two details »equested by the 
admiral recently, the other being com- 
mand of the Charleston Navy Yard which 
he mentions as one of the useless shore 
stations.

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Editors Hail Legion Reception As Cementing France-U. S. F riendship 





+f or Odyssey of ten thousand Lindberghs” as Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, U. 8. 

. ret., aptly called the American Legion’s trip to France, has drawn from 
the press of the Nation unstinted praise for strengthening the bonds of Franco- 
American amity which were threatened by political and financial disputes. The 
editors in all sections of the country feel that the Legion’s warm reception is reflec- 
tive of the hearts of the French people. 


The enthusiasm which swayed the French officials, from the President of the 
Republic and Marshal Foch down to the humblest spectator at the Legion’s parade. 
has called forth more friendly comment toward France than editors have manifested 
since Paris took Lindbergh to its heart. Headed by General John J. Pershing, U. S. 
A., Ret., and National Commander Howard P. Savage, the Legionnaires are cast in 
the role of “ambassadors of peace” by the newspapers. 


XPRESSING gratification at the “stroke of genius” manifested by deciding to 
hold the Legion Convention in France, the Cleveland Plain Dealer reviews the 
welcome accorded Legionnaires and says: “From now on it is going to be hard to 
make Americans dislike France or to make Frenchmen dislike America. Lindbergh 
and Herrick did a great deal; the American Legion and the people of Paris are com- 
pleting the work. Those whose business or pleasure is found in stirring ill-feeling 
between the two peopies may well take a long vacation. Their occupation is as good 
as gone.” 


THE Buffalo Evening News sees in the demonstration of French hospitality fresh 

assurance that America has never “ceased to hold the good will of the French 
people.” It concludes: “The visit of the Legion to France not only has dissipated 
the idea that Americans, particularly those who fought for the national life of 
France, would be imprudent in going to that country, but it must also have given the 
French authorities greater confidence that they have'the support of the French people 
against revolutionary disturbers. In several ways, therefore, this Legion reunion 
has contributed toward the restoration of sane and normal conditions in the world.” 


66 A N AMAZING Contrast,” declares the Brooklyn Daily Eagle of the spectacle of 

former comrades-in-arms fraternizing at the scenes of their victories while 
the governments are threatening each other with a tariff war. It remarks: “What 
a paradox that while our soldiers are again in France reviving the memories of the 
war, when Frenchmen and Americans were truly brothers in arms, the governments 
of France and the United States should be exchanging notes containing veiled threats 
of a war over tariffs, adding to the existing undercurrent of il] feeling over the debt 
situation! Why is it that the statesmanship of America and of France has failed so 
miserably in making the official relations of these two republics correspond to the 
friendly feeling that exists between the two peoples?” 


A jarring note in the editors’ accord on the genuineness of French feeling is 
sounded by the Detroit Free Press which, in an editorial captioned “But He Failed 
‘To Say Them” quotes Premier Poincare’s statement that the visiting doughboys will 
find in France “neither forgetful minds nor hearis grown cold” and continues: “But 
all this would have been more convincing and impressive if the premier had added 
something like this: France realizes that it owes your country a very great debt, not 
merely of gratitude, but also of money loaned to us in order to save us from ruin 
by the enemy and to help us rehabilitate ourselves after the danger of assault and 
invasion was over. We appreciate the lenient terms upon which your government 
has agreed that this debt may be settled, and we are going to pay on those terms 


GPEAKING of the “Big Parade” the New York Herald-Tribune asserts that 1927 
“ought to go down as a vintage year in American diplomacy.” It cites experi- 
ences concerning the “strained” relations existing because of the Sacco-Vanzetti 


case and says: “Silly fears! The American Legion parade was more exuberant, more 
utterly American, than the most apologetic of us had expected, and it appears to 
have taken Paris by storm. The Indians, the cowgirls, the animated Statue of 
Liberty, the bands in uniforms that were never seen before on land or sea—the whole 
mad, noisy, vital, friendly pageant of grown-up children, as utterly sentimenta! as 


it was genuinely reverent—who could resist it? Certainly not the Parisians, who 
love Americans for what they are, not for their pretensions.” 


HE New York Times holds that: “At heart Americans have always admired 

France and had an affection for her people, and the French since the war have 
felt a friendship for us that will bear a greater strain than any casual misunder- 
standing can ever put upon it. The peaceful invasion of the men of the American 
Legion has brought the two countries closer together.” 


Lauding “A Legion Alive,” the New York Evening Post declares: “The boys who 
gave their lives in the war have not been forgotten by their comrades in Paris. 
The spiritual side of the reunion has had its great moments in the military ceme- 


teries and by the grave of the Unknown Soldier. 

“Yet we rejoice that our boys have made their great impression through life 
rather than death. We are glad that like Lindbergh they ‘made their own stuff,’ 
were their own gay, lovable selves. Thus have they won their way back into the 
heart of France. Thus can they be our best ambassadors.” 


soTHE Legion Is There” states the Boston Evening Transcript in an editorial re- 

calling World War days and then declares its belief that: “The meeting of the 
Legion at Paris, under its old commander, cannot do otherwise than consolidate the 
achievements of the war. It testifies to the enduring unity of the purpose of the 
Allied and associated nations, which was to effect a just and lasting peace sustained 
by the organized opinion of mankind.” 

Crediting the Legion with winning the friendship of France for the United 
States, the Chicago Journal of Commerce remarks: “Of course the ardent commun- 
ists are still in a rage; and of course any man inflamed with sufficient desperation 
can throw a bomb into a parade. Not all danger of violence has passed. But the 
danger has been decidedly lessened. The bulk of French public sentiment has been 
won over to the Legionnaires, instead of against them. That is to the credit of the 
Legion.” 


ETERANS are our present ambassadors to France, the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger holds and each veteran is deserving of the splendid welcome with “which 
the French have submerged him.” The Washington Evening Star is of the same 
opinion and thinks: “There is comforting significance in the great welcome that the 
Americans have received, and will continue to receive while they remain in France. 
In ten years France has tasted the sweets of victory, which turn bitter as they 
cool. She has suffered, and it is human to blame some one when there is suffering. 
This country has shared her blame. But all that is on the surface. Under the sur- 
face there is a sentiment and love founded on stronger stuff. The debt, the tariff, 
trade reprisals—who can remember them when the bands play the ‘Marseillaise’ 
and ‘The Star Spangled Banner’?” 
The Norfolk Virginian-Pilot hails the “Second A. E. F.” and after reciting the 
incidents of friendship in war and peace, feels that the strengthening of ties between 
the United States and France “is not to be doubted” and will “swell to its old-time

In its discussion the board indorses the 
conclusion of the War Department Board 
of November 4, 1926, regarding the alleged 
causese for the discontent among officers of 
the promotion list and the fact that im- 
pending stagnation within and below the 
“Hump” is undermining morale and ef- 
ficiency. 

The board feels, however, according to 
its report, that this does not fully cover 
the matter. It is convinced that the present 
discontent is partly due to stagnation but 
also holds that there have been many in- 
stances of marked injustice te individuals 
that need not have occurred had the legis- 
lation creating the single list been more 
perfect in technique and had the administra- 
tion decisions that effectuated it been more 
earefuily studies before adoption. 

_A lack of sufficient pay, especially in the 
lower grades, is also held to be in great 
measure contributory to the unrest and a 
specific statement that “No commissioned 
officer should receive less than $2,000 per 
oor in addition to his ration and quarters,” 

eerried in the report. In addition it is 
oes advocated that the present re- 
strictions upon the employment of retired 
officers be lifted. 

While the board indicated that while it 
felt that the Air Corps and possibly the 
Corps of Engineers are adversely affected 
by the single list it could offer no solution 
for these branches and could not agree with 
the findings and opinions of its Air Corps 
members, so therefore it allowed them to 
submit a minority report which differs only 
in that a separate list for the Air Corps 
is recommended. 

In its conclusions the Hawaiian Board 
stated that the present system has been 
tried and found a failure. That its continu- 


ance would be most detrimental to the best 
interests of the Army as a whole and also 
that all Army officers are underpaid, par- 
ticularly in the grade of Second Lieutenant, 





Infantry Wins Rifle Title 

Camp Perry, Ohio. (Special).—After 
a neck and neck contest, which was 
marked by several dramatic incidents, 
the rifle team representing the U. S. 
Infantry in its last hour of firing pulled 
up to and passed the U. S. Marine team 
to win among 100 competing teams the 
National Rifle Team Match, the culminat- 
ing event in the National Rifle and Pis- 
tol Matches September 17. Both the 
Infantry and the Marine teams made 
a total score of 2,838 out of a possible 
3,000, but the Doug’ boys were adjudged 
the winners, because they had made the. 
higher score at the last and most diffi- 
cult range of the course fired. 

Sixty shots by each member of the 
10-man team representing the various 
services are required to decide this con- 
test. At the end of the first day’s fir- 
ing, the U. S. Infantry team with 20 
shots per man to fire was in second place 
with the Marines leading by a margin 
of 12 points. As the firing progressed 
at 1,000 yards, the Infantrymen drew 
up and passed the Marines to final vic- 
tory. 

Another feature of the contest was 
the lowering of a world’s record when 
Sergt. William F. Bissenden, 8th U. S. 
Infantry, as member of the U. S. In- 
fantry team fired a score of 294 out 
of a possible 300 over the National 
Match Course thereby materially assist- 
ing the Infantry to win the match. 

The teams of the other services with 
scores were as follows: Navy, 2,826; En- 
gineers, 2,816; Cavalry, 2,801. 

The New York team was the highest 
of the National Guard teams, with a 
seore of 2,755. The Seventh Corps Area 
team won the National contest between 
R. O. T. C. and C. M. T. C. teams and 
the Ohio civilian team lead all other 
teams in its class with 2,722.

Texas Maneuvers Begin 
HE maneuvers of the First Cavalry 
Division, reinforced by airplanes, 
tanks, and motorized artillery, are now 
in progress in the area known as “The 
Big Bend” district near Marfa, Tex.

Rifle Tests Continued 

TMESTS which were recently conducted 

upon three different types of auto- 
matic rifles at Camp Meade, Maryland, 
before Major Generals Allen, Crosby, 
and Williams, Chiefs of Infantry, Cav- 
alry, and Ordnance, respectively, were 
repeated on Thursday, Sept. 22, at the 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds for the ben- 
efit of Major Generals Charles P. Sum- 
merall, U. S. A., Chief of Staff, who 
was unable to attend the Camp Meade 
demonstration. 

While no definite conclusions have 
been reached as to the ultimate selec- 
tion of any of the three types tested, 
the -ife known as the Pedersen Auto- 
matic Rifle, which is .276-calibre 
weapon, has so far won the approbation 
of the majority of those who have wit- 
nessed it in action and is now being 
tested by the Cavalry Board to deter- 
mine its adaptability for that branch 
of the service. 

The Pedersen gun, in the Camp Meade 
tests, developed remarkably accurate and 
speedy fire in the hands of men who had 
never seen this model except for a few prac- 
tise shots the day previous to the test. In 
the actual tests three Expert Riflemen were 
given the regulation Springfield and fired at 
the “D” Target, a prone silhouette, at 300 
yards. These men averaged 15 to 17 shots 
per minute accurately with the Springfield. 
They were then given the Pedersen Auto- 
matic and were able to fire from 30 to 40 
shots per minute with regularity and ac- 
curacy. 

The new rifle is so far the most success- 
fully developed for the purpose of increasing 
the “fire-power” per man without increas- 
ing the weight. Its small caliber, .276, 
not only allows it to carry 10 rounds in 
its chamber to five for the other guns, 
but also materially increases the amount of 
ammunition possible for the individual man 
to carry. The weight of the Pedersen Rifle 
compares tavorable with that of the present 
Springfield, being under 9 pounds, while 
other rifles so far developed have been in 
excess of 9 pounds. The Springfield weighs 
8 pounds and 8 ounces. 

It is believed, in view of the results so 
far obtained, that this rifle will measure 
up to requirements as to “stopping power” 
when it is put through the Ordnance ballis- 
tic tests and in this case it is thought to 
stand a very fair chance of being adopted, 
if not for the Army generally, at least for 
the Cavalry and other mounted units. 

The Army has been experimenting for 
some time in an effort to find a light auto- 
matic rifle suitable for individual use to 
replace the rifle now carried as standard. 
This has been thought necessary in view of 
the success which other nations have had 
with automatic rifles and the fact that sev- 
eral nations are already equipping their 
men with these “self-loading” guns. 

While some doubt has been expressed as 
to the stopping power of such a small 
caliber rifle for military use, it has been 
pointed out that in many eases a wounded 
enemy is far more of a drawback to his 
comtades than if he had been killed for 
he necessitates at least two men carrying 
him bebind the lines, and out of action, for 
treatment and thus becomes a burden. In 
view of this it is held by experts that the 
new rifle will amply fill the bill.

The Legion has endorsed the action of 
its Committee on National Defense and 
adopted the resolution submitted by that 
Committee favoring the “consideration” 
of a Defense Department with a separate 
Air Force after the Morrow Board rec- 


ommendations have been given a fair 
trial. 
The adoption of this resolution was 


preceded by a fiery meeting at which 
former Brigadier General William Mitch- 
ell attempted to have the Convention 
overrule its Committee’s action and flatly 
favor the formation of a single Depart- 
ment of National Defense with a sepa- 
rate Air Force at the present time. 

Members of the Committee on Na- 
tional Defense, which met in Washing- 
ton, D. C., last June, approved the reso- 
lution adopted upon the theory that the 
completion of the present Five-Year 
Programs for the Army and Navy Air 
Forces should be accomplished before 
any further drastic action is urged. 

The Legion Convention also went on 
record as being in sympathy with the 
Commissioned Warrant Officers of the 
Navy in their efforts to secure restora- 
tion of their former pay status existing 
prior to the passage of the Joint Service 
Pay Act of June 10, 1922. The resolu- 
tion declared: 

“That it is the

Congress should restore 
Commissioned Warrant 
Navy their parity of pay 
with Ensigns, Lieutenants (junior grade) 
and Lieutenants of the same length of 
service, which parity they had had under 
Acts of Congress for many years and of 
which they were deprived by the Joint 
Service Pay Act of June 10, 1922, by grant- 
ing to these officers the same increase of 


pay and allowance as ‘s provided in said 
Act for these last named officers of the 
same | -gth of service.” 


The Convention of the Legion in Paris 
has been highly successful. Guests of 
the French Capital and attended by 
Marshals Foch and Joffre, the delegates 
and their families have been entertained 
and feted in a manner which has en- 
abled them to see Paris in a totally 
different light from that of 10 years 
ago. Parades, addresses, official recep- 
tions, banquets, business meetings, visits 
to battlefields and the graves of fallen 
comrades have been on the program. 
The grande finale of the public funce- 
tions in their honor was given Sept. 22 
in the form of a great ball given by 
the City of Paris. 

Expressing the spirit of the Legion, 
General Pershing addressed the gather- 
ing at an official dinner given in his 
honor and that of Howard Savage, Na- 
tional Commander of the Legion. He 
said: 

“An army grows to have a personality, 
a soul, just like anything else, and fortu- 
nately the soul of the A. E. F. has passed 
into the Legion. That is why we are here 
today, for that irresistible instinct which 
draws a man back to the home of his 
childhood has brought the Legion back to 
Paris, the scene of its birth.” 

“The longing for peace today fills the 
minds of untold millions. Experts of sci- 
ence and of Government are busy seeking 
its formula. 

“The possibility of war coming, as it did 
13 years ago, Ake a bolt from the sky 
without a chance for those most interested 
to discuss the matter and seek some better 
solution shocks everybody; and we believe 
such an event should be rendered utterly 
impossible at any future time. 

“Those who, like the men of this Legion 
know what war is, are wondering why the 
nations may not learn to deal with each 
other by following the same co.le of honor 
we demand between individuals; why theft 
and violence on the largest scale are less 
wicked than petty stealing; why prejudice 
and passion are more excusable in ten 
million men than in merely cne. 

“The assembling of the American Legion 
in France is not merely a reunion of vete- 
rans, but the joining together of two great 


nations having the same passionate love 
of peace; and there is strong reason to 
hope that the feelings we see manifested 


here may spread out in new directions 
and eventually help to protect other lands 
from the storms of hatred and violence.”

Campaign in the summer of 1890 against 
Northern Cheyennes in the Ghost Dance 
troubles; the severe winter campaign 
1890-91 of several months in Montana and 
Dakota against hestile Sioux to suppress 
whem General Miles mobilized in Dakota 
practically the whole Regular Army; 
served as assistant to the quartermaster 
at West Point 1891-93. 

He joined troop “D,” Ist Cavalry 
at Fort Apache, Arizor.., In 1893 and was 
in charge of the White Mountain Indians 
for three years on a large mountain reser- 
vation in that section under direction of 
General Wheaton, the Department Com- 
mander; General Rivers also established 
the first agency and schools for the 
Apaches at Fort Apache. 

During the Spanish American War he 
served in Cuba and then became Adjutant 
of the Military Academy, 1899-1903, under 
the late General Albert L. Mills at an im- 
portant period of the Academy's history, 
the readjustment after the war and the 
rebuilding of many structures as planned 
by Ralph Adams Cram, the architect. 

On his first detail to the General Staff 
as Captain in Manila 1903-1904; on duty as 
Colonel, U. S. A., and Assistant Chief, Phil- 
ippine Constabulary, and Brigadier Gen- 
eral, U. S. A., and Chief, Philippine Con- 
stabulary for several years, when several 
Army officers formed and brought to a 
high state of usefulness and efficiency that 
organization, which had so much to do 
with bringing about law and order through- 
out the archipelago. 

General Rivers organized the 18th Cav- 
alry at the beginning of the World War 
and when it was changed to the 76th Field 
Artillery of the 3rd Division took it to 
France and commanded it in the several 
major battles; Second Marne; advance to- 
ward the Vesle, where the 76th Field Ar- 
tillery was advance guard artillery; St. 
Mihbiel, Meuse-Argonne. He was promoted 
to Brigadier General on the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne fleld. General Rivers had command 
of the Sth Field Artillery Brigade in sub- 
sequent operations noar Ponta Mousson. 

He commanded subsequently the 12th 
Cavalry at Columbus, New Mexico, and 
the 3rd Cavalry at Fort Myer, Virginia, the 
latter during the entombment of the Un- 
known Soldier and other important cere- 
monies attending the Arms Conference, 
and the Harding inauguration. Since 1923 
General Rivers has been on duty as In- 
spector General, 2d Corps Area at Gov- 
ernors Island. 

General Rivers received the Distin- 
suished Service Medal for his war service 
in France as an Artillery commander; dec- 
orated with Croix de Guerre after the bat- 
tle of the second Marne, for initiative and 
gallantry in handling the advance guard ar- 
tillery, aiding to push back the enemy rear 
guards. The Croix de Guerre was also 
awarded the 76th Field Artillery by the 
French Corps Commander.

GENERAL LEWIS STATES PROMOTION VIEWS. 
WyAsor GENERAL E. M. LEWIS, commanding the Hawaiian Department, be- 
-~"* lieves the Army’s Promotion System, as now constituted, to be a failure and 
advocates drastic remedies be taken. 

Writing to the Adjutant General in a letter accompanying the report of the 
Hawaiian Department Promotion Study Board, General Lewis says: 

It is my opinion that the following facts have been established: ; : 

a. There exists a present unhealthy and unsatisfactory stagnation in Army pro- 
motion requiring remedial action; b. The present system of Army promotion is a 
failure and should be revised; ¢. A reasonable flow of promotion is necessary and should 
be created by the adoption of some plan of promotion by length of service in grade; 
d. The present unsatisfactory condition demands and justifies drastic remedies for its 
solution. 





e. The provisions of Senate Bill 5634 are in the main well suited to remedy the 
evils arising from the present system of promotion and retirements. Especial attention 
is invited to plan of modification suggested in Exhibit “R,” Schofield Board, which is 
believed worthy of serious consideration; f. The single promotion list is sound and 
should under no consideration be abolished; g. The claims of the Air Corps and En- 
gineers for separate promotion lists are not justified and should not be considered. 


h. The solution adopted should not consider the interest of individuals or groups 
but should assure a healthy future for the Service as a whole; i. The present rates of 
pay are much too low; j. The Service has lost much of its attraction as a permanent 
career for officers due to the present unsatisfactory rates of pay as well as to the lack 
of future prospects of advancement. 

The Nation can well afford to be generous with its present officers, most of whom 
have not only rendered loyal and distinguished service in the World War, but many of 
whom have likewise served in the Spanish-American War, the Philippine Insurrection, 
the Boxer uprising, the several expeditions into Mexico and with the Army of observa- 
tion along the Mexican Border. 


. Because of the fact mentioned in paragraph k any additional cost incident to 
the necessary legislation to remedy the evils at present existing is a legitimate re- 
ward for unselfish, loyal and devoted service in the defense of the Nation. 





NATIONAL DEFENSE DEPARTMENT RUMORS DISCUSSED. 
J 'SQUIETING rumors that a lively reopening of the movement for a Department 
of National Defense is scheduled when Congress convenes, have resulted from 
the statement of Acting Chairman James, of the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, that he intends to introduce a bill providing for the establishment of such a 
department and the Legion’s action in endorsing its committee’s report favoring such 
a department when “warranted.’ 

In spite of the knowledge that such a movement would have the opposition of 
Mr. James’ own committee and the Naval Affairs Committee, the services are dis- 
turbed over the outleok as it is recognized that there is a considerable sentiment in 
Congress favoring i Arguments advanced by its proponents are convincing to 
the lay mind and the »asically sound contentions of its opponents, the Services feel, 
are hard to “get across” to those who have not given it real consideration. 

The Army and the Navy are strongly opposed to tne plan and high officials of 
both services base their opposition upon the fact that the powers which are proposed 
for the Secretary of National Defense are already vested in the President in his 
capacity as Commander-in-Chief and that coordination of effort is already effected 
by joint boards. The proponents of the plan claim that with a Secretary of Na- 
tional Defense, having three Assistant Secretaries, one for Army, one for Navy and 
one for Air, the maximum of efficiency in administration can be attained and the ex- 
isting differences between the services will be quickly and definitely settled and not 
kept open for prolonged discussion. 

With the War Department devoting much time, thought and study to the gen- 
eral revision of the National Defense Act, as recorded in these columns in the issue 
of May 21, much comment and speculation has been heard over the possibility of 
Congress itself “taking a hand” in the final redrafting of this important measure. 





FOUR-YEAR TERM APPLICATION TO BE GENERAL. 
HE scope of the four-year term limit for Chiefs of Branches, which has been 
causing much comment throughout the Army, has been more definitely de- 
scribed by recent statements emanating from “The Hill” to the effect that it was 
not the intention of Congress to differentiate between Branches of he “line” and 
“specialist” Branches. 

It has been pointed out that there are officers in these specialist branches 
who are just as anxious to reach the top as those in other arms of the Service 
and that they are entitled to the same opportunities as their brother officers. 

The present attitude of both Congress and the War Department indicates 
that a nonrepeating policy will be strictly adhered to, on the theory that “no man 
is so indispensable that another cannot fill his place.” 

Officers throughout the Aimy hold the opinion that a one-term policy will 
not only materially aid morale by speeding up promotions but will also meas- 
urably increase efficiency within the Service by giving more officers the benefit 
of administrative experience as Chiefs of their respective arms. 





THREE SENIOR CAPTAINS MAKE ADMIRAL’S GRADE. 

'T’'HREE senior captains of the Navy chosen for promotion by the last Line Selec- 

tion Board, F. H. Brumby, Harris Laning and H. V. Butler successfully passed 
their tests before the Naval Examining Board this week. The first made his grade 
on September 18 being commissioned a Rear Admiral to fill the vacancy caused by 
the recent death of Rear Admiral B. F. Hutchison. Captain Laning makes his on 
October 2 filling the vacancy caused by- the retirement of Rear Admiral C, L. Hussey 
and Captain Butler will be commissioned on October 7, the date on which the retire- 
ment of Rear Admiral C. F. Williams is effective. 





NAVAL RESERVE BOARD TO MAKE INSPECTION TRIP. 

‘THE Naval Reserve Inspection Board will start the first of its inspection trips for 

the present fiscal year on October 2, Cincinnati, Columbus, Cleveland and Toledo 
being the first cities to be visited. The next inspection is scheduled for October 18 
at Camden, N. J., and Philadelphia on the following day. 

The third trip will take in Garfield, N. J., and Tompkinsville, N. Y., on October 
25 and 26. This will be followed by an inspection of the units at Detroit, Saganaw, 
Grand Rapids and Benton Harbor, October 30 to November 3. The board is headed 
this year by Captain N. E. Nichols and includes the other two members of last 
year’s board, Comdr. A. W. Sears and Comdr. R. C. Williams. 





REPRESENTATIVE JAMES LIKES AIRPLANE TRAVEL. 
({ONGRESSMAN W. FRANK JAMES, Acting Chairman of the House Committee, 
“ on Military Affairs, is an ardent believer in the airplane as a means of travel. 
Upon the trip of inspection of Army Posts from which he recently returned, 
Mr. James covered over 7,000 miles via air in one of the Army Air Corps’ three- 
engined Fkker transports piloted by Lt. H. A. Dinger. He was particularly im- 
pressed with the ease and safety with which the air voyages were accomplished and 
points out that without this means of transportation it would have been impossible 
te coyer such an extensive route in the time allotted. As an instance of the time 
saved by use of the big monoplane, Mr. James stated that a distance which ordinarily 
takes 36 hours to traverse by train was made in ease and comfort in 10 hours. Mr. 
James’ confidence in both plane and pilot was emphasized by the fact that he often 
slept while on the longer fliehte«. 


COLONEL VAN DEMAN APPOINTED BRIGADIER GENERAL, 

HE President has approved the recommendation of the Secretary of War for the 

appointment of Colenel Ralph H. Van Deman, Infantry, to be brigadier general to 
fill the vacancy which will be created by the retirement on September 27, 1927, of 
Major General Eli A. Helmick, the Inspector General, who also holds a commission. 
as brigadier general of the line. Col. Van Deman’s friends are highly pleased with 
his appointment as he is recognized throughout the Service as an officer of excep- 
tional ability and has a distinguished record of service. He is now on duty with the 
National Guard at Berkeley, Cal. 

Colonel Van Deman was born in Delaware, Ohio, September 3, 1865. He gradu- 
ated from Harvard University with the degree of A. B. in 1888, and received the 
degree of M. D. from the Miami Medical School of Cincinnati, Ohio, in 18938. He was 
appointed from civil life as a second lieutenant of Infantry in 1891. 

Colonel Van Deman served in Cuba during the Spanish War and in the Philippine 
Islands during the insurrection. He twice has been detailed on the General Staff, 
from January, 1906, to January, 1910, and from July, 1915, to January, 1920. On 
the outbreak of the World War Colonel Van Deman was on duty with the War De- 
partment General Staff in the Military Intelligence Branch of the War College Divi- 
sion. He organized the Military Intelligence Service of the Army on its war basis. 
In June, 1918, he was ordered to France for special military intelligence work under 
the direction of the Commander-in-Chief, A. E. F. After a period of visits and 
conferences with the allied intelligence services, he inspected the American military 
attaches in Europe for the purpose of effecting a coordination between them and the 
intelligence service of the A. E. F. 

After the signing of the armistice he was detailed for duty with the American 
Section of the Peace Conference in connection with intelligence matters, remaining 
on that duty until August, 1919. During this period he represented the United 
States at the Interallied Passport Control Conference in London. - 

Colonel Van Deman was awarded the Distinguished Service Medal and foreign 
decorations as Companion of the Bath (British), Officer of the Legion of Honor 
(French), and Commander of the Crown of Italy. 

His citation for the D. S. M. follows: “For especially meritorious and dis- 
tinguished service as Chief of the Military Intelligence Branch, General Staff, in or- 
ganizing the Intelligence Service of the Army in the United States. To his ability, 
untiring zeal, and devotion to duty, the building up of a very efficient Intelligence 
Service of the Army was largely due.”

The marine 4g from the 
United States gunboat Tuls has been 
landed temporarily at nec A Bluff 
on the eastern coast of Nicaragua to rein- 
foree the marines now stationed at that 
place. Col. Gulick, U. S. M. C., the Com- 
manding Officer of the 5th Regiment of 
Marines, now on duty in Nicaragua, who is 
accompanying Brig. Gen. MeCoy, in charge 
of the next elections, on an inspection of 
the east coast of Nicaragua, has arrived at 
Bragman’s Bluff. 

Fifty bandits were killed and 20 were 
wounded when a band of 140 under com- 
mand ef Salgado attacked the garrison 
of 20 marines and 25 Guardia Nacional 
at Telpaneca, Nicaragua, commanded by 
Lt. H. S. Keimling, U. S. M. C., on Sept.

Many Methods Used 

in order to detern fir hand the 
methods most comn nm used in taking in- 
ventory, visits have at times been made to 
exchanges on inventory days. Needless to 
say different methods of procedure have 
been found, varyir from those which are 
accurate and painstaking to those equal in 
value to going along the shelves and other 
places, jotting down figures found, on slips 
of paper, the counting and preparation of 


the slips having been ade by “trusted” 
employes of the exchang At times it has 
been found that inventories were made 
very accurately but that as soon as com- 
pleted data had been turned over to a book- 
keeper who posted same in the Stock Record 
Book, and then threw the data away, the 
posting of course never being verified. 
Such procedure shows a trusting spirit 
and confidence in the infallible accuracy 
and honesty of mankind—but it is not busi 
ness. (The daily papers tell us that the 
public is “fleeced” to the extent of millions 
annually through the purchases of “gold 
bricks” by those who possess trusting 
spirits and an absolute confidence in man- 
kind.) Probably most of our exchange em- 
ployes, having been carefully selected for 
their integrity, are basically honest, but 
lax methods do not constitute good busi 
ness, and what is more it is a poor policy 
to place temptation in any man’s way. 

Another question asked was, “Just what 
is the proper procedure in case the council 
decides to sell merchandise in quantities 
at reduced price under par. Sla, AR 210- 
65?” Suppose a consignment of 1,000 car- 
tons, of 10 packages each, of After Dinner 
Cigarettes is received and that it is desired 
to sell them by the carton, two packages 
together, and by the single package. Sup- 
pose also that, judging from previous sales, 
it is decided that probably half will be 
sold by the carton, one-fourth will be sold 
two packages together, and that the re- 
maining fourth will be sold by the single 
package. Then in order that all subsequent 
sales may be consistently and properly 
made, the following notation should at once 
be made on the invoice: Cigarette, A. D., 
ertns., 500; cigarettes, A. D., pairs, 1,250; 
cigarettes, A. D., shee 2.500. 

This indicates that the consignment of 
cigarettes in question is to be so taken up 
and accounted for in the stock record ac- 
count. The three lots will then be treated 
exactly as though they were different 
brands being sold at different prices. In 
order that the three lots may not become 
mixed on the shelves in the store, it may 
be found desirable to keep them well 
separated ond stacked in tiers of cartons, 








pairs, and singles, respectively. (If de- 
sired, tie the packages of the second lot 
together by pairs.) It should be borne in 














mind that the provision concerning quan- 
tity sales is in the interest of accurate ac- 
counting, and therefore for the protection 


of all who are concerned therewith. If_ 


conscientiously carried out it may save a 
“separate hanging” when the auditing. of- 
ficer checks the stock record account under 
par. 64. While this paragraph has in the 
past been more or less a dead letter in 
practice, the intent of Changes No. 2, judg- 
ing from the wording of par. 16¢(6)(d) and 
par. 64, is that hereafter it shall be quite 
a live one, and certainly discrepancies can- 
not continue to go by unnoticed by the 
council and the commanding officer when 
set forth in the form required by the 
former of the two paragraphs referred to 
Supervision Necessary. 

In connection with the matter of quan 
tity sales, it has heen argued that as in 
case of the cigarettes referred to above, it 
would be possible for a dishonest employe 
to sell 10 packages as singles, break up 
a carton, put the 10 packages therefrom 
in the “singles” tier, ring up the price of 
a carton and pocket the difference. Under 
a mismanagement in which supervision is 
lacking to such a degree as to invite graft, 
such a procedure would be possible and 
entirely probable—-just as under such cir- 
cumstances the same employe would proba 
bly sell a recruit a 5 cent cigar for 10 cents 
ring up the 5 and pocket the remainder 
just as a dishonest commissary employe, in 
an atmosphere of nonsupervision and 
laissez-faire recently sold an unsuspecting 
mess sergeant a barrel of potatoes, 162 
pounds, in barrel weighing 15 pounds, and 
bill him. “177 Pots. @ .04, $7.08.” However, 
under the moral influence of an atmosphere 
of efficiency and honesty, effected through 
a proper system of responsibility, accounta 
bility and supervision, which prevents or 
soon detects willful grafting, such transac- 
tions seldom happen. It should be remem- 
bered that the grafter usually does not 
graft until he feels that the system includ- 
ing supervision permits it—is lax enough to 
enable him to get away with it successfully 
In case of a change of managers, grafting 
usually proceeds at a slow pace until the 
new manager has been properly sized up as 
to methods and supervising habits. As soon 
as satisfied one way or the other, a con- 
clusion is reached that grafting either will 
or will not pay, and as a result it is then 
either continued « diseontinued accor 
ingly 

Graph System Sucreste< 

Aside from accounting as prescribed in 
AR 210-65, there is another simple method 
of determining-—-at a glance—-whether or 
not an exchange has operated normally 
during the month, and if not, a second 
glass shows the probable location of the 
trouble. This is the graph system and con- 
sists of a master curve and as many sub- 
curves as there are activities in the ex- 
change. The master curve is constructed 
by plotting to scale various values equal to 
what the net worth of the exchange would 
have been at end of each month if all profits 
had been retained since a certain date, in- 
stead of declaring dividends and making 
other appropriations therefrom. The sub- 
curves are each constructed by plotting the 
total sales or total business since a certain 
selected date in the corresponding activi- 
ties. Such a graph requires little time to 
construct if kept up to date each month 
and as an indicator as to the health of the 
exchange and as a locator of troubles, it 
has been found by busy commanding officers, 
councils, and exchange officers to be of ma- 
terial value for reference and study. It 
saves the time otherwise necessary for 
studying data, a glance or two determining 
whether the operation is normal, or 
whether an, investigation is advisable 

Preliminary to the construction of such a 
graph covering a period of six months, let 
us prepare the data for the master curve 
and, say two subcurves. The following data 
(in round numbers) pertains to an ex- 
change recently inspected:

Amounts marked with the asterisk (*) 
are those to be plotted for the master 
curve, Evidently from the nature of the 
above compilation, these amounts repre- 
sents what the exchange would have been 
worth at the end of the various months if 
no appropriations had been made. The ap- 
propriations have simly been added back in 
each month. It is clear also that $28,700 
(the amount that the exchange would have 
been worth on June 30 under those condi- 
tions) minus $23,250 (the actual net worth 
on Jan. 1) or $5,459, represents the net 
profits of the exchange during the six 
months, or an average profit of $905 per 
month. These figures should be checked 
against the profit and loss account, (In- 
eidentally, dividing $905 by the average 
number of patrons per month gives the 
average profit per patron per month. Com- 
paring this with the profit per patron each 
month gives a good monthly measuring-

Analyzing Curves. : 

Now let us analyzs the curves. A glance 
at the master curve shows January to have 
been a poor month as compared with Feb- 
ruary and March, espegially the ‘ormer. 
Why? Glance at the two subeurves. ‘hese 
show that both the mdse. sales and the 
fountain sales for January were below the 
average for the six mon'h-. Why? For one 
reason, January is aly poor month. 
fhere is often not mu »bligated cash 
in a command after the Christmas holi- 
days. In this case most of the business, 
as shown by the records, was coupon. In 
the absence of any irregularities detected, 
this explanation undoubtedly correct, was 
accepted by the council. Here, of course, 
those parts of the curves pertaining to the 
period of February-June were not availabe 
for use in making com»purisons at the close

INCE PRESIDENT COOLIDGE’S return to Washington, Congressmen have 
been appearing at the White House to discuss the hundred and one needs of 


their respective constituencies. This has 


given us an opportunity to discuss with 


them their views as to the needs of the Army. We have found no particular pur- 
pose on their part to advocate any general legislation with respect to promotion, 
but rather an acceptance of the view that, as the Army itself as a whole is satis- 


fied with conditions, it is best to let things remain as they are. 


there is no favor for any project which 


That is to say, 
contemplates the elimination of a large 


number of officers either by direct discharge or by retirement or by means of a 


bonus plan. 


General Officers now sitting, it will be labor wasted. 


If anything of this kind should be recommended by the Board of 


Congress feels that a good 


many hundreds of thousands of dollars have been spent in educating officers to take 
care of our national defense, and they cannot see how it would benefit the country 
to turn a large proportion into civil callings. 

But while wholesale eliminations from the active list will not be tolerated, the 
feeling is growing that in cases where officers have an opportunity in civil life the 


Government should not stand in the way 


of their retirement. In other words, the 


eriticism which hitherto has followed thirty-year retirements is milder in tone and 


in some instances such retirement is being advocated. 


As a corrollary, there is 


real interest in the proposal to repeal the law with reference to civil employment 

for retired officers. The Senate started to lower the bars last session; during the 

coming session favorable action by both Houses is not at all unlikely. 
Congressmen also see a chance to widen the promotion door through the es- 


tablishment >y law of a single term for 


Chiefs of branches and Bureaus. This 


proposal has the hearty support of Secretary Davis and Congressman James, the 


able senior member of the House Military Committee. 


Many objections will be 


offered to such legislation. It will be argued that an officer has just about learned 
his job during the first four years and that the Government really benefits from the 
experience he has gained during his second term; that no business enterprise would 
throw a man out who has shown ability and judgment in the position he occupies; 
that constant change would lead to injury to the morale of the several branches 


and bureaus, etc. 


Yet the Congressmen who have been here put little stock in 


these arguments. They believe that rotation will help rather than hurt the morale; 


that it will stimulate to effort officers who 


now feel they have little chance of selec- 


tion, and that rather than go back to the field many chiefs will prefer to apply for 
retirement. In other words, the disposition of the Senate and House members who 
have been to the National Capital is to look at the matter from the larger aspect of 
the Army as a whole, and this point of view is something the Army will appreciate. 


ECOND LIEUTENANTS ADMITTEDLY deserve relief, and we are happy to 


report that the chances for legislation in their behalf seem excellent. 


From 


time to time we have discussed the necessity of making provision to remedy the 
unsatisfactory conditions under which they labor, and this discussion, we find, has 


reached the ears of many Congressmen. 


As a result, the disposition of the latter

An open car gets a better second-hand price 
but closed cars are better in the rainy 
season. English-trained Jamaican servants 
are available at about $20 per month. The 
Canal Commissary 1s one of the largest 
and most complete stores in the world. 
There is an 18-hole golf course on the post; 
teanis courts. A few mounts are available, 
Fishing is wonderful. Climate is tropical; 
two seasons; dry from Deccember to May; 
wet from May to December—but it often

N account of the rescue of the Haitien 

warship under the command of 


Rear Admiral Raviginaux of the Haitien 
navy by the S. S. Grenada was carried 
in the Army and Navy Journal of Sep- 
tember 21, 1867. The Haitien ship was 
towed into Hampton Roads in a disabled 
condition and the Admiral paid a visit 
to the navy yard and to Fort Monroe. 
The man-of-war, owned by a govern- 
ment of blacks and manned by an effi- 
cient black crew, naturally aroused great 
interest among the colored population 
of Norfolk. Admiral Raviginaux and his 
staff were followed about by a large 
crowd of negros everywhere they visited.

2. The present system depends upon 
Normal attrition to maintain progression 
on the active list and it is this inherent 


fault that is the primary cause of the pres- 
ent unsatisfactory condition. The nature 
of the Marine Corps requires a fixed dis- 
tribution of its officers in the several ranks 
and this distribution of its officers is such 


as ‘o preclude the possibility of there 
being room in the rank above for al those 
surviving a normal attrition in the rank 
below. Either this surplus must be re- 
moved from the active list (extra attrition) 
or officers will remain longer in a rank 
than is necessary to receive the essential 
training and experience to fit them for 


become less efficient by reason 
of increasing age and block the promotion 
of those in the ranks below. The humpy 
condition of the Marine Corps active list is 
only a contributory cause and its correc- 
tion without changing the system will give 
only temporery relief and not materially 
improve efficiency 

Pointing out the basic necessity for a 
corps of commissioned personnel ade- 
quate in number, capable in the perform- 
ance of their duties and at a reasonable 
cost to the Government, the report 
specifies many of the faults of the pres- 
ent system and reiterates the accepted 
doctrine that “All officers build up an 
equity” and this equity should be satis- 
fied when they are honorably separated 
from the service. It also stresses the 
fact that while the interests of the Gov- 
ernment are paramount, the interests of 
the individual must be conserved so far 
as practicable. 

Comparative Problems. 

The report then summarizes the com- 
parative problems of the three services 
with the following: 

The problems of the three services are 
Similar in that each service must correct 
deficiencies and departures from basic 
principles in its present system, and evolve 
a system applicable to present and future 
Personnel. In major details the problems 
and their solutions are dissimilar because 
of the variance of the existing systems 


promotion, 


and the composition of the present and 
future personnel. 
The general features of ‘the several 


Problems are: 

(a)—Distribution Each service must im- 
prove its distribution in rank to meet exist- 
ing and future conditions. The Navy and 
Marine Corps distribution requires rela- 
tively little change. The Army has a very 
serious and unique problem in distribution 
to accommodate itself to reasonable pro- 
gression in the careers of its present per- 
sonnel. 

(hb) Method and Rate of Promotion.— 
Each service has the problem of establish- 
ing and insuring an approximately con- 
stant rate of proxression for competent 
Officers, and of insuring the survival of 
the best. For the Navy this is a problem 
of improving the present schedule of pro- 
motion and avoiding prospective depart- 
ured therefrom. For the Army and Marine 
Corps the problem is to correct the com- 
plete absence of any constant rate of ad- 
Vancement under existing law. 

(¢c) Separations from Active Service- 
Fach service has the problem of augment- 
ing and regulating attrition in such man- 
ner as to convert into a trained resei ve 
the surplusage of officers that results from 
Maintenance of a reasonable progression in 
career in a limited and suitably constituted 
active list. The Navy pryblem is essen- 
tially one of 1egulating attrition, without 
substantial augmentation, to obviate the 
inequalitics under existing law. The Army 
and Marine Corps problem is one of aug- 
mentation, with suitable regulation in such 
Way as to overcome irregularities incident 
to the large humps in their personnel. As 
a result each service has the problem of 
determining the best method of disposition 
and the fairest compensation of officers 
separated from the active list. 

Standardization and Coordination. 

4a) Essential Elements.—The practica- 
Dility of standardization of laws governing 
the promotion systems of the three serv- 
ices must be determined from a considera- 
tion of their respective problems in the light 
of the common governing principles. 

t‘onsideration of the subject falls nat- 
firaliy under the following essential and 
inter-related elemenis of military promo- 
tion system: 

(1) Distribution; 





(2) method of promo- 
tion and rate of promotion; (3) release 
from active service of officers rendered 
surplus in the operation of maintaining a 
suitable distribution and maintaining a 
Stitable rate of progression. 

Distribution in Rank. 

‘h) Distribution.—The distribution of 
officers involves—first, distribution between 
line and staff; second, distribution among 
branches; third, distribution im rank. 

The first two items are essentially 
Matters of administration and have no di- 
rect hearing upon promotion systems ex- 
cept in the general application of such 
systems to the staff and to the line 

ranches. With the understanding that 
there should be general coordination of 
Promotion of the staff and the line, the 
consideration herein is directed primarily 
toe the third item, distribution in rank. 

With a prescribed total number of offi- 
cers, distribution In rank may be accom- 
SPlished either by allotting a certain per- 
peeetege of the total to each rank or com- 
~ bination of ranks or by allotting a certain 
fixed number of officers to each rank or 
Combination of ranks. In ease of enlarae= 




















ment or contraction of the total number 
o! officers, either by change in the legal 
authorization thereof, or by normal pulsa- 
tion of attritior and procurement, the per- 
centage basis more readily adjusts the allo- 
cation of officers in the several ranks. The 
application of the percentage system of 
distribution may readily be made to the 
three services, 
Percentage Allotment Discussed. 

The percentage allotted to each rank or 
combination of ranks may be fixed or may 
be flexible, that is, variable within stated 
limits. The fixed percentage methods is 
practicable and advisable for the Navy and 
Marine Corps, whose peace-time organiza- 
tions are relatively compact, and whose 
war expansions will require approximately 
the same ratios of officers in the several 
ranks as sre needed in peace. For the 
Army, however, the composition of person- 
the peace-time organiza- 


nel is so complex 
duties of the 


tion is so complicated, the 


officers are so varied and the war-time 
expansion is so great, that a tlexible per- 
centage may have many advantoges 

The allocation of percentages of the 
total number of officers to the several 


made as to form the 
required ascending pyramid of military 
rank and responsibility. The percentages 
should be so allotted and adjusted to other 
factors as to permit a reasonable progres- 
sion in career with an adequate period of 
training in each rank. There are differ- 
ences in the organization, duties, and com- 
position of personnel in the various serv- 
The differences in the composition of 
personnel will result in variations in the 
attrition incident to maintaining an ap- 
proximate parity in the rate of progression 
through the several ranks. The avoidance 
of irregular and excessive attrition : 
maintenance of a satisfactory pros 
require a nicety of adjustment of these 
factors in distribution that precludes the 
establishment of a fixed distribution appli- 
cable to all services. Each service must 
have a distribution suited to its own needs. 
It does appear practicable, however, that 
in all the services there be no definite al- 
location to the lowest rank, thereby per- 
mitting the first promotion in each service 
to take place upon completion of a fixed 
and common length of service. 

Summarizing: Standardization of the 
method of distribution by percentages in 
rank is practicable and advisable; stand- 
ardization of the percentages allotted to 
each rank is not practicable. 

_ Metho? and Rate of Promotion. 

The method and rate of promotion must 
be such as to insure the greatest degree of 
efficiency, by advancing to the higher ranks 
and responsibilities the best fitted officers, 
by providing an adequate and preventing 
an extreme period of training in each rank, 
and by removing from line of promotion 
officers not qualified therefor. 

There are numerous possible systems of 
promotion among which are (1) selection 
up, with or, without elimination of those 
not selected; (2) straight senority to fill 
vacancies: (3) seniority to fill vacancies, 
with elimination of those unqualified or 
surplus; (4) upon completion of fixed pe- 
riods of service, irrespective of vacancies, 
with or without elimination of those un- 
qualified ‘or surplus; (5) combinations of 
the above. The Board does not deem it 
necessary to discuss at length the argu- 
ments for and against each method. It ap- 
pears manifest that the governing princi- 
ples and purposes of promotion can be ful- 
filled only by a system which recognizes 
and adjusts itself to the inevitable differ- 
ences in the relative professional merit of 
officers. This requires the exercise of 
selection in some form. 

Question of Practicability. 
lHiowever, the extent to which selection 
up_or selection out can and should be ap- 
plied in each service at this time is,a 
question of practicability. Selection up 
requires the determination of relative 
merit according to uniform standards. The 
size, compactness and relative simplicity 
of the organization of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps render practicable the close and 
continuous observation and rating of offi- 
cers by uniform standards and conse- 
quently the operation of an equitable se- 

lection system for these services. 

The complexity and diversity of employ- 
ment of the Army personnel are such as 
may cause some difficulty in fixing com- 
mon standards for measuring and deter- 
mining relative merit, and in the close and 
continuous observation and rating of offi- 
cers by seniors in accordance with such 
standards.” This, together with the fact 
that a general application of promotion by 
selection would be a radical change for the 
Army, militates against an extensive ap- 
plication at this time of promotion by se- 
lection in that service, especially in the 
lower ranks. 

Conditions Govern Selection. 

To what extent the application of selec- 
tion can be made in each service at this 
time depends upon conditions with each 
service. The Board cannot, therefore, now 
recommend a standardization of promo. 
tion methods. The Board is of the opinion, 
however, that in all services the trend of 
changes in methods of promotion should be 
toward an equitabl system that will per- 
mit the advantages of recognition of rela- 
tive merit to accrue, both to the Govern- 
ment and to the individual. . 

Standardized Rate Feasible. 

The rate of promotion should be such as 
to insure a reasonable progression in ca- 
reer, both for proper training of the officer 
and for the efficiency and morale of the 
service. It is advisable that the rate of 
promotion assure that in the service career 
of officers is distributed approximately 
equally in the several ranks (considering 
first and second lieutenants and equiva- 
lent ranks as one rank). Such an approxi- 
mately standardized rate of promotion is 
practicable and advisable. 

There sre various means of preevring

and maintaining a suitable rate of promo- 
tion. It may be regulated by promotion to 
fill vacancies in numbers allocated to the 
various ranks, or by promotion after 
stated periods of service. In the Navy 
and the Marine Corps where a method of 
selection is practicable, transfer of the non- 
selected from the various ranks may en- 
able a suitable rate of promotion to be at- 
tained. In the Army, however, wherein 
the application of selection may be limited, 
the rate of promotion must be achieved in 
part by other means. It is, therefore, im- 
practicable to standardize the means of 
maintaining the rate of promotion. 
Summarization. 

A standardized method of on is, 
for the present, impracticable. The promo- 
tion rate can be and should be approxi- 
mately standardized among the three sery- 
ices. The means of procuring and main- 
taining the standard promotion rate must 
be adjusted to the variations in wroemotion 


methods and other factors and are not 
ipable of standardization. 
Separation of Officers. 
It is inevitable that the maintenance of 


a reasonable and  regube progression 


throughout the careers of o ers will re- 
sult, unless preventative measures be 
tuken, in some excess over the decreasing 
strength allocated to, or which it is practi- 
cable to maintain in, the successive ranks 
as the seale rank ascends. This excess is 
to some extent prevented by the normal 


incre- 
The in- 


attrition to which each incoming 
ment is subject during its career. 


adequacy and irregularity of this normal 
attrition render some additional transfers 
from jactive service necessary. Measures 


for both normal and other separations 
from active service should be designed pri- 
marily to bring about retention in active 
service and advancement to the higher 
ranks of the best fitted officers. Secondar- 
ily these measures should provide for the 
release, subject to call of officers sufficient- 
ly trained for use in war who desire to ter- 
minate their active service in time of 
peace and who can be spared. The meas- 
ures must embrace, therefore, both volu- 
tary and involuntary separations in total 
sufficient to maintain a fair rate of pro- 
gression. 

Voluntary separations from the service 
are now accomplished by the acceptance of 
resignations and of applications for retire- 
ment after 30 or more years of service. 
Standardization now exists in these re- 
spects, except for the restriction With re- 
card to the size of the limited retired list 
of the Army. 

Dismissals 

Involuntary separations 
rious causes in the several services. O 
these causes, dismissals for disciplinary 
reasons, retirement at 64 vears of age, and 
retirements for physical disability are 
commen to the several services and are 
now standardized. Involuntary separations 
for professional or moral unfitness are now 
accomplished in the Army by classification 
of officers and transfer from the active list 
of those placed in Class B: in the Navy 
and the Marine Corps and the Medical De- 
partment of the Army by the removal of 
those disqualified, on examination for pro- 
motion. In the Navy alse, wherein those 
offiers found “best fitted for promotion” 
are selected therefor, a further involuntary 
separation is accomplished by the retire- 
ment for age in grade or service in grade 
of those not selected for promotion. 

Similarly in the Marine Corps colonels 
not placed on the eligible list for promotion 
to brigadier general are retired for age in 
grade. In the Army there is no similar 
provision. In the absence of’ separations 
from the active list incident to non-selec- 
tion for promotion, there must be some 
other provision for voluntary or involun- 
tar separations to prevent an excess in 
ranks resulting from reasonable progres- 
sion. Such separations cannot be stand- 
ardized in view of selection being applied 
in varying degrees in the three services. 

In so far as examinations for promotion 
are applied in the several services, separa- 
tions for failure thereon are capable of 
standardization. 

In so far as practicable and in the inter- 
ests of the Government voluntary separa- 
tions should be authorized since they will 
tend to decrease the otherwise necessary 
number of involuntary separations. 

Excess Will Vary. 

The potential excess in various ranks, 
incideat to maintaining the rate of progres- 
sion, will vary from time to time within 
each service and will be dissimilar in the 
several services. The total attrition, since 
it must forestall the occurrence of such 
excess, can not be of uniform or standard 
magnitude for all services. The total at- 
each service, of such

trition must be, in 

magnitude as results from constant ad- 
justment of the varying factors such as 
distribution, rate of promotion, composi- 
tion of personnel, etc., peculiar to each 
service. In all the services regularity of 
annual outgo from each respective rank, 


through promotion and separations, should 
be sought, in order that the rates of pro- 
curement and of progression May be regu- 
lar. 

The training of officers for the military 
and naval serwices is a long and expensive 
process, Officers separated from the active 
list, whether by voluntary or involuntary 
methods should, unless obviously undesir- 
able, be retained in a status such that their 
services may be utilized by the Govern- 
ment in case of need. Retired officers are 
now so situated in all the services, but 
there are now no means of insuring the 
availability of other officers who may be 
transferred from the active list. Standard- 
ization is practicable in the retention of 
officers separated from the active list in a 
state of availability and should be accom- 
plished. 

Compensation Deserved. 

Officers who have served in the military 
services and who a.¢ separated therefrom 
threveh na setual miceanduet on their 


part, and for the convenience of the Gov« 
ernment, deserve some financial compensa<« 
tion, to discharge their equity in retire« 
ment and to enable them to make a reason« 
able start in civil life. Retired officers now 
receive compensation in their retired pay. 
Officers honorably discharged for the con« 
venience of the Government or transferred 


to a reserve should be equitably remuner- 
ated. Standardization is practical and 
advisable both in the pay for officers re- 
tired under varying conditions t the 
compensation to {t} ad or 
transferred.

Retired Officers’ Pay Inadequat: 

The average retired officer finds it neces- 
sary in providing for himself amd his de- 
pendents to supplement his retired by 
other earnings. Restrictions on « | or 
governmental employment of retire olfie 
cers should be limited to those deer ab- 
solutely essential in the interests of the 
Government. The present restriction re 
unduly severe 

Equity Pay Outlined. 

The compensation to officers who must 
be transferred from the active list by rea- 
son of excess in their ranks by virtue of 
operation of the promotion system is pri- 
marily a matter of satisfying the equity 
whieh they have built up in retirement, 
Prospective retirement following a career 
of active service is an established and 
necessary element of the contractura! rela- 
tion between the Government and its offi- 
cers. In those cases wherein the best in- 


terests -of the Government require the 
complete separation of the officer from the 
regular establishment at an early ace or 
period of service, the equity in retirement 
should be satisfied by a cash payment in 
lump sum or in a limited number of an- 
nual installments, or a combination of the 
two. 


The amount should be adequate to fure 
nish the officer with a capital sum suffi-e 
cient, at a reasonable rate of interest (say 


5 per cent) and with gradual consumption 
of capital, to provide an income equal to 
213 per cent of his active duty pay. at the 
time of his separation, for each year of 


commissioned active service. This amount 
will represent a material saving to the 
Government over the total sum which 


would be expended if annual payments of 


retired pay were made at the above rate, 
In addition to this saving to the Govern- 
ment, this sum in hand on discharce will 
afford the officer such a start in civil life 
as to place him on an approximately even 
footing with his contemporaries therein. 
In drawing the line between officers to 


those to he 
thereof, 


be given continuing pay and 
discharged with a commutation 
the factors of age, length of commissioned 
service, prior service and circumstances of 
appointment must be considered Subject 
to such variations as circumstances in 
each service require, it is believed that in 
principle the general line should be drawn 
at about the age of 40 or about 206 vears’ of 
service (one-half of a normal full career). 

Summarizing. Standardization is practi« 


cable and desirable in the conditions of 
voluntary retirement and resignation, and 
in the retention of separated officers as 
available in emergency. Standardized rates 
of retired pay and of compensation upon 
discharge for the convenience of the Gove 
ernment should be established Neither

involuntary separation

ized. An approximate regularity in the 
annual outgo from each respective rank 
resulting from promotions and separations 
should be sought in all services. 
Recommendations. 

Distribution: That allocation of the 
officers of each service to the several ranks 
be by a system of p rcentage of the total. 

That such allocation be diminishing 
percentages as the scale of rank ascends. 

That there he n» fixed allocation be- 
tween the two lowest ranks. 

Method and Rate of Promotion. 

1. That promotion to general officer or 
flag officer be by selection; 2. That promo- 
tion from the lowest rank to the next rank 
aubove take place upon completion of three 
vears’ of service: 3. That promotion for 
intermediate ranks be by methods 
adapted to each service, which shall insure 
promotion of only officers qualified there- 
for and at an approximately standard 
rate: 4. That the rate of promotion be such 
as to cause approximately equal periods of 
service in the several ranks, the two low- 
est ranks being considered as one; 5. That 
the means of maintaining regularity in 
the rate.of promotion be such as are best 
adapted to each service. 

Separations. 

1. That separations from the active list 
of the following classes be continued with- 
out material modification: (a) Retirement 
at age of 64, and for physical disability; 
(b) Voluntary retirement after 30 or more 
years of service; (c) Separations Incident

Other Means Should be Used. 

That other existing means of separation 
from the active list be utilized in full, 
modified and supplemented as necessary 
in the individual services to provide an 
adequate annual eutgo from each rank for 
that service.

Conclusion. 
The coordination and standardization of 
personnel legislation in the three services 
are but a means to an end. The end 


sought is efficient and effective national 
defense. This requires the effective and 
harmonious development of those three 


branches of the national defense. 

The basic principles governing the de- 
velopment of personnel are the same in the 
three services. In all there must be the 
same high quality, efficiency and morale of 
officers. To insure this there should be 
substantial agreement in the rank, com- 
pensation, opportunities and treatment of 
officers of corresponding length of service 
and responsibilities. There should be the 
same reasonable and regular progression 
in the careers of officers in the three serv- 
ices, and there should be the same fair 


treatment of those who leave the active 
list. 
Identical Means Not Best. 
The investigations of the Board have 


brought forcibly to its notice the many dif- 
ferences among the three services in the 
organization, compensation of personnel, 
character of duties, existing personnel sys- 
tems, and other factors. These do not pre- 
vent the desired establishment of the 
necessary conditions above set forth. They 
do indicate, however, that in many re- 
spects an attempt to achieve results by 
identical means would defeat the end 
sought. Similar results in all the services 
must frequently be attained in each by dif- 


ferent means peculiarly adapted to inter- 
nal conditions. In general, the most satis- 
factory coordination will be accomplished 


by each of the services working in its own 
way toward the common end, The recom- 
mendations herein made are predicated 
upon such foundation. 

In preparing its report and recommenda- 
tions the Board has been guided by the 
fact that in the three services measures to 
regulate prornotion, retirement, ete., are 
at the present time in a formative stage. 
Not having before it definite concrete 
measures and being solely an investigat- 
ing and advisory agency not charged with 
formulating any such measure or meas- 
ures the Board has confined itself to gen- 
eral 
desirability and practicability of coordina- 
tion and standardization.

MIDSHIPMEN GUNNERY GOOD. 

The Navy Department announced yes- 
terday that it had completed an analysis 
of the Short Range Battle Practice fired 
by the midshipmen of the U. S. Naval 
Academy on the battleships Oklahoma 
and Nevada off Gonaives, Haiti, on Aug. 
17 and 18, 1927, and that the reports 
indicate a considerably higher merit of 
work accomplished than ever previously 
attained by midshipmen in their target 


practice.

83d DIVISION, 

(THE Chief of Staff, Major General 

Charles P. Summerall, U. S. A., in 
an address to officers of the 83d Division 
at their annual dinner in Canton, Ohio, 
September 17, stressed the importance 
of having officers who are properly quali- 
fied to hold their commissions. General 
Summerall said in part: 

The present peace-time Procurement Ob- 


jective is based entirely upon appropria- 
tions, upon Regular Army personnel and 
installations available for training Reserve 
Officers, and upon the War Department’s 
estimate of the number of Reserve Officers 


who, on account of their interest and work 
along military lines, are technically and 
professionally fitted for field service when 
called. If this estimate is too conservative 
and other conditions warrant, it will be 
changed promptly, although it must be re- 
membered that the Procurement Objective 
is a minimum objective, not a limited ob- 
jective. 

The number of Reserve Officers needed 
for the six field army plan is some 220,000. 
The average cost to the Government for 
training one Reserve Officer for 15 days is 
$136.55 or about $9 per day. Even assum- 
ing that Congress appropriated the neces- 
sary funds to provide for the annual ac- 
tive training of these officers and the Regu- 
lar Army personnel and installations were 
adequate, the fact remains that but a very 
small percentage of these Reserve Officers 
would find it convenient to undertake the 
training each year. 

Recent charges have been made that the 
War Department has abandoned the six 
field army plan and is secretly planning to 
reduce the number of Reserve Officers. I 
ean assure you that this six field army pro- 
gram has not been abandoned in any sense 
of the word. The policies announced in July 
should effect an increase in the number of 
Reserve Officers because they are intended 
to provide for a more healthy flow of pro- 
motion than was formerly possible and to 
eliminate any discrimination between line 
and staff. The War Department has for 
years been attempting to adjust the system 
of promotions of Reserve Officers so as to 
prevent the Officers’ Reserve Corps from 
becoming top-heavy and to keep it a live, 
active body. 


SUCCESSFUL RESERVE TRAINING. 
‘7HAT is considered an excellent ex- 
ample of two weeks’ active duty 
training of Reserve Officers is that of the 
502d Coast Artillery, Col. J. M. Thormp- 
son commanding, which spent two weeks 
at Camp Upton, N. Y. It was considered 
by all odds the most successful and in- 
teresting tour in the history of the unit. 
The Reserve Officers are outspoken in 
their approval of the method of training 
employed at this camp which was briefly 
referred to in a previous issue. 

The officer personnel of the 502d were as- 
sociated with units of the 62d Coast Artil- 
lery of the Regular Army, being attached to 
units corresponding to their actual reserve 
assignments for instruction, drill, and 
maneuvers. 


Each maneuver problem was solved by 
the Reserve Officers, and during each 
maneuver Reserve Officers actually com- 


manded the units and placed them in their 
respective positions and later withdrew 
them. 

In the first maneuver the Regular Officers 
Were present merely in an advisory ca- 
pacity, while in the last problem, which in- 
cluded plans, orders, occupation of posi- 
tions, withdrawal and return to camp, the 
62nd Coast Artillery, U. S. A., with all its 
equipment, was commanded by and officered 
entirely by Reserve Officer personnel. This 
system proved successful. 

One of the most important points of the 
tour of training was the participation of 
the Reserve Officers in the tactical inspec- 
tion of the 62nd Field Artillery, by the 
District Commander. There was a shortage 
of field officers among the Regulars, so 
Col. Spinks, detailed three Reserve majors 
to important+places in his regiment during 
the inspection, one as plans and training 
officer, and one‘in command of each bat- 
talion. The tactical inspection consisted of 
an alert followed by a road inspection, and 
night maneuver. During the latter all 
reconnaissance, plans, orders, movements, 
etc., were in the hands of three Reserve 
Officers, viz: Majs. H. E. Scheer, Horace E. 
Whiteside and Davidson. Instructive criti- 
ques were held after each maneuver, each 
inviting considerable discussion by Reserve 
Officers. 


NEW RESERVE LIEUTENANTS. 

A total of 4,917 graduates of the Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps units in 
colleges and universities have accepted 
appointments as second lieutenants in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the War De- 
partment announced Sept. 21.

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Aeronautical Notes 

EITERATING his conviction that 

transoceanic flying should be con- 
fined to seaplanes or flying boats which 
have great flotation capabilities, Edward 
P. Warner, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for Aviation, in a statement is- 
sued on Sept. 19, amplified the announce- 
last week by the Govern- 
which considered this 


ment made 
ment committee 
phase of aviation. 

Declaring that the first necessity for 
such flights was expertness in the art 
of piloting and navigation, Mr. Warner 
reasserted that there should be no pro- 
hibition on transoceanic flying nor should 
any regulatory powers be vested in any 
government agency. He added that 
where prizes are offered for long dis- 
tance flights over water, such ventures 
should be handled under the auspices of 
the National Aeronautical Association or 
a similar body. 

Among the precautionary measures 
pointed out by Mr. Warner as affording 
safeguarding landplane attempts to span 
the seas were: 

The machines should be registered with 
the Department of Commerce Aeronautics 
Section; the pilots should have the high- 
est grade of license as a certification of his 
thorough competenc: and flying experience; 
the pilot should be required to give evi- 
dence of actual experience where he de- 
pended upon a compass as a guide or other 
navigation aids; the navigator should have 
the highest knowledge either in celestial 
navigation or in the use of radio aids and 
no one should be carried on such a flight 
who does not contribute actively to its 
success either as relief pilot, radio opera- 
tor, or otherwise. 

Great dependence must be placed in navi- 
gational instruments, he declared, pointing 
out that there was evidence that at least 
one transoceanic plane went down in a tail- 
spin due to the pilot encountering condi- 
tions over which he had no previous ex- 
perience. He cited Col. Lingbergh’s epochal 
flight as being in a large measure at- 
tributable to his experience in night flying 
as a mail pilot, during which he encountered 
all conditions of the adverse flying weather 
and knew “the feel of the air.” 





The new Army Air Corps Labora- 
tories at Wright Field near Dayton, 
Ohio, will be formally opened on Octo- 
ber 12, 1927.

The first survey of the United States 
commercial airways has just been com- 
pleted by the Aeronautics Division of 
the Department of Commerce, and shows 
that for the first six months of 1927 a 
total of 12,377,933 miles were flown and 
395,646 passengers carried. These fig- 
ures do not include the mileage and 
passengers of private plane owners nor 
of manufacturers and machines used in 
contests. 


The National Aeronautic Association, 
holding its annual convention in St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., has reelected Mr. Porter 
Adams as president of the association 
for the coming year. 

The association adopted a resolution 
calling upon Congress for an appropria- 
tion of $25,000,000 annually for the de- 
velopment of aeronautics.

OMMENDATION of the Washington-

During the famous round-the-world 
cruise of the United States fleet in 
Roosevelt’s second administration he 
commanded the battleship Wisconsin, 
and at the time of the Panama Exposi- 
tion was in charge of the U. S. S. Bir- 
mingham, which took a special commis- 
sion to South America. 

Admiral Hutchison commanded the 
battleship Kansas in 1917 and the Mis- 
sissippi in 1918 during the World War.

After the signing 
of the armistice he served as adminis- 
trator of floating equipment in New 
York harbor, and later became Chief 
of Staff of the Pacific fleet. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Helen Seymour Weaver Hutchison. He 
belonged to the Army and Navy Club 
of Washington, D. C.

Rurale with 125 American and 56 Haitian 
officers servin,, under the red and blue 
flag of the Republic. Participation in 
ths force by native officers is further 
shown by the fact that of the 14 districts 
two are officered entirely by Haitian of- 
ficers, while approximately 50 per cent 
o the sub-districts are commandec by 
them.

In connection with the recent visit of 
General Horacio Vasquez, the President of 
San Domingo, who was escorted to the 
capital by a two-company battalion of the 
Policia Nacional, and whose retinue also 
cemprised notables and other persons to- 
taling in all about 400, the Gendarmerie 
received highly commendatory letters from 
President Borno; Senor Lovaton, the Di- 
minican Minister, and Brigadier General 
Trujilo, Commanding the Policia Nacional. 
Throughout the five-day visit there was a 
tetal absence of disorder or friction, and 
the visit went far towards cementing 
friendly relations between the two repub- 
lies. 

Specially meritorious were the staff ar- 
rangements for quartering the Dominican 
troops, closing of traffic at strategic points 
from the border post at Belladere to the 
capital, and the return arrangements, and 
many other details, supervised by Capt. 
Burnham, Acting Chief of Staff, and Maj. 
del Valle, Acting Q. M.: police and traffic 
control within the capital and the safe- 
cuarding of the two presidents by Capt. 
Craige, Chief of Police; and the quarter- 
ine and billeting of 200 Policia National 
whe lived in complete harmony with the 
cendarmes at the Caserne Dartiguenave, 
by Ist Sgt. Darmond. A luncheon in honor 
ef the Dominican officers was given by the 
Gendarmerie officers and various other 
attentions resulted in establishing a fine 
spirit of relations between the two forces. 

White helmets have been adopted by the 
Gendarmerie for all officers to be worn 
habitually with white uniform. This step 
was taken because of the superior protec- 
tion afforded as compared with caps, the 
absolute uniformity of headgear, and the 
greatly reduced expense. 

Arrangements have been completed for

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LETTERS TO EDITOR 
SUGGESTS PROMOTION REMEDY. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

BELIEVE that promotion for length of 

commissioned service is the only possi- 
ble remedy for the present unsatisfactory 
status of the Air Corps, and other lieuten- 
ants on the lower part of the promotion list. 

Should lieutenants be promoted t« cap- 
tains on completion of ten years’ commis- 
sioned service, they would enter the fourth 
pay period and receive the base pay of 
majors, and should captains be promoted 
to majors on completion of twenty-five 
years’ commissioned service, they would 
enter the fifth pay period and receive the 
base pay of lieutenant colonls. 

The two promotions referred to above 
would enable officers with thirty years’ 
service and having dependents, to receive 
the maximum active pay of colonels, when 
receiving rental allowance. The retired pay 
of such majors would, however, be $46.88 
less than the maximum retired pry of 
colonels. 

I believe that a law yhich would enable 
all of the officers in the much discussed 
“hump” of 1920 to receive the maximum 
pay and allowances of colonels on com- 
pletion of a minimum of thirty years’ serv- 
ice, for purposes of pay, at least twenty- 
three years of which would have to be 
commissioned service, would meet all just 


claims or reasonable expectations of such 
officers. 
I believe that in the event the above 


provision is not considered adequate for 
the benefit of the World War Officrs, or 
for any other reason, increased elimination 
is considered necessary in the interest of 
officrs in the 1920 “hump,” such elimination 
should as far as practicable be confined to 
officers in the “hump.” I do not believe 
officers should be selected for retirement 
against their wishes, however, should such 
a system be established the fairest method 
would be to extend the authority by the 
board of general officers now authorized 
by law for the preparation of list of col- 
onels eligible for premotion to general 
officers, to select colonels for retirement 
at the same time colonels are selected for 


promotion. 

I believe that officers with more than 
thirty years’ service have fairly earned 
the right to continue in active service 


during good behavior, or to be retired with 
75 per cent of the active pay of the grades 
to which their length of commissioned 
service would entitle them under promo- 
tion by length of commissioned service. 
Should the Government desire to 
accelerate retirement of officers with more 
than thirty years’ service below the grade 
of colonel, either for the purpose of aiding 
officers in the ‘hump” of 1920, or to elimi- 
nate officers with comparatively high pay 
for grades, due to long periods of enlisted 
service, then the Government should re- 
spect existing law and tradition and place 
the older officers, with long and faithful 
enlisted service, on the retired list with 
full credit for enlisted service. The Gov- 
ernment should bear the expense rather 
than break faith by reducing retired pay 
through retroactively disallowing longevity 
for enlisted service. 

Congress gave much consideration to the 
fact that promotion must of necessity be 
slow for many years under the traditional 
policy of our Government. Provision was 
made in the current pay bill to advance 
officers to higher pay periods for length of 
service without promotions, so as to permit 
officers to receive the rate of pay formerly 
considered as pertaining to the next higher 
grade. It seems to me it will be the line 
of least resistance, in any effort to obtain 
legislation beneficial to officers in general, 
and to those in the “1920 hump” in par- 
ticular, to further extend the Congres- 
sional scheme of giving increased pay 
when promotions may not be possible, due 
‘> limitations as to the authorized number 
of field officers. Special efforts should 
be made to assure majorities to all offi- 
cers after twenty-three years’ commis- 


sioned service.

Financial Digest 
By a Market Expert. 
‘THE Federal Reserve Board’s condi- 
tion statement of 660 reporting mem- 
ber banks in leading cities as of Septem- 
ber 14 shows increases for the week of 
$175,000,000 in loans and discounts, $18,- 
000,000 in investments and $233,000,000 
in net demand deposits, and a reduction 
of $71,000,000 in borrowings from the 
Federal Reserve banks. 

The principal changes in loans on 
stocks and bonds, including United 
States Government obligations, comprise 
increases of $73,000,000 in the New York 
district, $19,000,000 in the Boston district 
and $8,000,000 in the San Francisco dis- 
trict. “All other” loans and discounts 
increased $61,000,000 during the week, of 
which $18,000,000 was in the Chicago 
district and $12,000,00 in the New York 
district. 

Holdings of United States securities 
were $10,000,000 above the September 7 
figure, relatively small increases being 
reported by banks in eight of the reserve 
districts. Holdings of other bonds, 
stocks and securities increased $10,000,- 
000 at banks in the San Francisco dis- 
trict and $8,000,000 at all reporting 
banks. 

Of the increase of $233,000,000 in net 
demand deposits, $128,000,000 was in the 
New York district, $34,000,000 in the 
Chicago district, $22,000,000 in the San 
Francisco district, $17,000,000 in the 
Boston district and $11,000,000 each in 
the St. Louis and Minneapolis districts. 
Increases of $13,000,000 and $11,000,000 
in time deposits in the Cleveland and 
San Francisco districts, respectively, 
were offset in part by a decline of 
$7,000,000 in the Chicago district. 

Borrowings from the Federal Reserve 
banks were $71,000,000 below the pre- 
vious week’s total, the principal changes 
being reductions of $66,000,000 in the 
New York district and $26,000,000 in the 
San Francisco district, and increases of 
$11,000,000 and $8,000,000 in the Cleve- 
land and Chicago districts, respectively. 

CRISSINGER JOINS F. H. SMITH. 
‘THE F. H. SMITH INVESTMENT CO., 

of Washington, stood in’the financial 
spotlight recently as the result of the 
announcement that Daniel R. Crissinger, 
governor of the Federal Reserve Board, 
had resigned that office to become chair- 
man of the company’s executive com- 
mittee. 

Investigation shows that the Smith 
Company has had a long list of nation- 
ally known financial leaders as mem- 
bers of its board of directors. It is 
one. of Washington’s oldest investment 
houses, and since 1878 has utilized its 
distinguished officials to expand its 
world-wide clientele. 

The Crissinger election was not even 
the only coup of the day for the Smith 
Company. F. N. Zihlman, Congress- 
man from Maryland, and Ezra Gould, 
prominent Washington banker, were 
elected directors. Both men will par- 
ticipate actively in the affairs of the 
company. 

Mr. Crissinger was first with the Na- 
tional City Bank and Trust Company 
of Marion, Ohio, of which he was in 
control for 21 years and president for 
12 years. He was appointed Controller 
of the Currency by President Harding 
in 1921, and thereafter had control of 
all national banks of the United States. 
After two years he was appointed a 
member of the Federal Reserve Board 
at Washington and designated succes- 
sively by both President Harding and 
President Coolidge as governor. 


ENGINEER CONTRACTS AWARDED. 
HE award of contracts for the con- 
struction of eight Diesel engines for 
installation in Shipping Board cargo ves- 
sels was announced September 19 by 
Chairman T. V. O’Connor. Four differ- 
ent companies have the contracts and the 
time which will be required for comple- 
tion of the engines will be approximately 
185 days. The companies are the Busch- 
Sulzer Bros., Diesel Engine Company of 
St. Louis, Mo., the Hooven, Owens, Rent- 
schler Co. of Hamilton, Ohio, the Mc- 
Intosh & Seymoun Corp. of Auburn, N. 
Y., and the Worthington Pump & Ma- 
chinery Corp. of New York, N. Y. 








Du Pont Anniversary
